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Perfection, As Used 


In Scripture

It is a common custom with one- 
sided special pleaders to attach 
arbitrary meanings to certain 
words, and then press them as the 
only correct definitions. No terms 
have suffered more in this respect 
than the words “perfect” and “per- 
fection,” as found in our English 
version of the Scriptures. From 
the first publication of the revered 
John Wesley’s “Plain Account of 
Christian Perfection” to the pres- 
ent time, it seems to have been 
taken for granted that by perfec- 
tion we are to understand sinless- 
ness. 

Yet Mr. Wesley himself did not 
exactly so define it, and he seemed 
to fear a radical use of the doc- 
trine that would be hurtful to 
souls, against which he carefully 
sought to guard by distinguishing 
angelic, Adamic, and Christian 
perfection: Today the average 
work on holiness pictures the per- 
fect Christian as a man restored, 
to all intents and purposes, to the 
Adamic condition, save that the 
usages of society and the condi- 
tion of men still in the natural 
and carnal state demand the con- 
tinuance of “coats of skin!” 


What “Perfect” Means As 
Scripture Uses It About 
Noah and Abraham 


It will be well for us, therefore, 
to turn at once to Scripture and 


mark the use of the expressions |. 


and their connection as we have 
already done in regard to _ the 
word “sanctification.” It is not 
by getting dictionary definitions 
or theological explanations that 
we learn the exact force of Eng- 
lish words when used to translate 
Hebrew and Greek originals, but 
by observing the manner in which 
they are used in the Bible. For 
instance, in any ordinary sermon 
on “Perfection” the attention is 
generally first directed to Noah 
and Abraham. Of the former we 
read, “Noah was a just man and 
perfect in his generations, and 
Noah walked with God” (Gen. 
6:9). The margin gives “upright” 
in place of perfect, though either 
word would properly express the 
original. Noah was an_e upright 
man, perfect in his ways. That.is, 
he was one against whose  be- 
havior no charge could be brought 
until, alas, this perfect life was 
marred by the drunkenness s0 
shamefully exposed by heartless 
Ham. Who but a biased partizan 
could dream of Noah’s perfection 
implying freedom from inbred sin! 
Yet many have been the sermons 
preached and exhortations based 
on this statement of the ancient 
record, in which he has been held 
up as an antediluvian example of 
entire sanctification.

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Even in ordinary conversation 
the word perfect is used as here. 
A teacher says of a pupil who has 
successfully passed an examina- 
tion, with no errors to his charge, 
“He is perfect.” Does he mean 
“sinless”? 

To Abram, Jehovah said, “I am 
the Almighty God; walk before 
Me, and be thou perfect” (Gen. 
17:1). Again a glance at the mar- 
gin would help to avoid a wrong 
conclusion. “Upright,” or “sin- 
cere,” are given as_ alternative 
readings. Yet the zealous advo- 
cate of a second work will over- 
look or ignore this altogether, and 
argye that God would not tell 
justified Abram to be perfect if 
He did not mean- there was for 
him a deeper work which He was 
ready to perform in him, whereby 
all carnality would be destroyed 
and the patriarch would become 
perfect as to his inward state. But

Paul Gives the Gospel by Which Men Are Saved

“Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel-which 
I preached unto you, W hich also ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand; By which also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless ye have believed in vain. 
For I delivered unto you first of all that which I also re- 
ceived, how that Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; And that he was buried, and that he rose again 


the third day according to the scriptures.’’—I Cor. 


Here Paul gives the gospel of 


Christ, the only way men can be) 


saved. You understand that all 
the Bible is the Word of God. But 
part of the Bible is divinely re- 
corded history, part of it is law, 
part of it is poetry, part of it ex- 
hortation to Christian living, etc. 
There are many elements in God's 
Word and all of them together are 
the infallible, verbally inspired 
Word of God. But there is a cer- 
tain part of the Word of God 
which is called the gospel. That 
means the good news about salva- 
tion, the basis on which men can 
be saved. Paul describes this gos- 
pel, the very cream and heart of

ed time, first, with some of the 
sweet Psalms, and then with the 
words of the Lord Jesus in Luke, 
chapter 6. How marvelous are 
the promises of God! 


I particularly rejoiced in Luke 
6:38, “Give, and it shall-be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and 
running over, shall men give into 
your bosom. For with the same 
measure that ye mete witha] it 
shall be measured to you again.” 

That is what I dare you to try. 
Suppose you read that verse 
again, lovingly and _ believingly, 
and in your heart rejoice to be- 
lieve that it is true. God has 
promised that if you give, it shall 
be given to you. And oh, what 
Jesus promised 
that it would be pressed down and 
shaken together and running over, 
the measure that God will have 
men give to you, if you give. 

And that is not an unusual 
statement, for the Bible states 
that principle again and again. 
In Proverbs 11:25 we are told, 
“The liberal soul shall be made 
fat: and he that watereth shall 
be watered also himself.” The way 
to be fat is to be liberal. 

Paul was inspired to write the 


same thing to the saints at Cor- 
inth, “He which soweth sparing- 
ly shall reap also sparingly; and 
he which soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifullyw’* (II Cor, 
9:6). When you give to the Lord’s 
cause, the getting out of the Gos- 
pe, then you sow. If you sow spar- 
ingly, you will reap sparingly. If’ 
you sow bountifully, you will 
reap bountifully. 


That is the challenge that I ask 
you to meet. I dare you to do it! 
For I know what a _ wonderful 
way God has in rewarding those 
who give. It has been thirty-four 
years, now since I cast myself up- 
on the Lord in faith, gave up a 
regular salary and promised God 
I would never have one again, 
gave up my life insurance and told 
the Lord I would trust Him about 
the care of my family.

Too Many Scientists! 


In this vastly and highly inten- 
sified scientific age, it seems 
strange to hear an alarm sounded 
to the effect that our nation may 
be planting too heavy a crop of 
scientists. Nonetheless, Dr. Alvin 
C. Eurich, executive director of 
the Education Division of the Ford 


Foundation and vice-president of 


its Fund for the Advancement of 
Education, declared, “J think the 
trend is seriously damgerous, Sci- 
ence is very important, but it cer- 
tainly has to be balanced by other 
human values. And very few per- 
sonal or governmental problems 
are solved by scientific method.” 

Dr. Eurich was referring to the 
announcement that approximately 
60 per cent of the brightest high 
school graduates of 1960 are plan- 
ning college majors in_ science, 
mathematics or engineering. The 
“swing to science” trend can be 
evaluated clearly in the light of 
the fact that only 25 per cent of 
the college graduating class of 
four years ago had majored in 


these fields, the United States Of-| 


fice of Education reports. 


Dr. Eurich complained _§ that 
medicine, one of the _ essential | 
fields, is already suffering from 


the science fever among our top 
students. Fewer. applications are 
being sent to our medical schools 
and those received come from 
somewhat less than the cream of 
the academic crop. Eurich blamed 
greater financial remuneration af- 
ter shorter training for the trend. 


The sad part of the Story is that 
the most vital, essential field of all 
has a tremendous shortage. I re- 
fer to the Saviour’s statement in 
Matthew 9:37, 38, “Then saith he 
unto his disciples, The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the laborers 
are few; Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth laborers into his har- 
vest.” There is a shortage of God- 
called preachers. This is one field 
not crowded out. I soberly chal- 
lenge all the Christian graduates 
of our 1960 high school classes to 


prayerfully face the following 
questions: 
Are you willing to enter the

Catholics Taught to “Veil 
the Truth” 
Mr. William H. Worrilow, Jr., of 
400 East High Street, Lebanon, 
Pennsylvania, calls attention to of- 


ficial Roman Catholic teaching 
that it is all right to “veil the 
truth,” and to decéive, with the 


approval of the church. 


Here is Mr. Worrilow’s 
“Gentlemen: 

“Many Americans are puzzled 
when a prospective Roman Cath- 
olic candidate for the highest of- 
fice in the land issues pronounce- 
ments which are known to be flat- 
ly contradictory to the position of 
the Roman Catholic Hierarchy. 
For example, when such a pro- 
spective candidate states that he 
stands for the separation of church 
and state, that he is opposed to the 
sending of an ambassador to the 
Vatican, and that he opposes the 
use of public funds for non-public 
schools, it is recognized that such 
statements clearly contradict the 
known position of the Hierarchy. 
Even though the candidate may 
appear to be roundly criticized by 
the Roman Catholic press for such 
pronouncements, his statements 
should be weighed in the light of 
known Roman Catholic :doctrine. 

“The volume Moral Guidance, 
‘A textbook in principles of con- 
duct for colleges and universities,’ 
written by the Jesuit Father, Ed- 
win F. Healy, S. J., S.T.D., MAG. 
AGG., Professor of Moral Theol- 
ogy, West Baden College, and 
printed by Loyola University 
Press, Chicago, Illinois, bears the 
imprimatur seal of the late Sam- 
uel A. Stritch, D.D., Archbishop of 
Chicago, August 19, 1942. In his 
section entitled ‘Mental Reserva- 
tion’ Father Healy states as fol- 
lows: 

‘One is never justified in telling 
a lie. Still at times one is obliged 
in conscience to veil the truth, 
for there are secrets to be 
guarded and detractions to be 
avoided. Sometimes silence will 
not suffice to maintain the se- 
cret which one is trying to 
guard. In fact, it may happen 
that silence would betray the 
secret. Hence there must be some 
licit means of concealing the 
truth when necessary. The licit 
means is the broad mental res- 
ervation or restriction ....A 
broad mental reservation is one 
that limits the meaning and 
contains some clue to the sense 
intended. Here there is no lie 
involved, for what is said has 
two meanings. These two 
meanings are present either by 
reason of the words themselves 
or by reason of the _ circum- 
stances attending their  utter- 
ance. One who employs a broad 
mental réservation actually ex- 
presses what he thinks, and uses 
words according to the meaning 
that they really have. The 
words, however, have another 
meaning also, and the speaker 
foresees that it is in this other 
meaning that the one spoken to 
will probably understand them. 
For a sufficient reason we may 
thus permit others to deceive 
themselves by taking the wrong 
meaning out of what is_ said, 
and this remains true though 
the listener because of his igno- 
rance does not know that there 
is another meaning to the word 
that is employed.’ 

“Two of the seven examples 
listed by Father Healy are as fol- 
lows: 

1. ‘If asked by a customs offi- 

cial, “Anything to declare?” I 

may answer, “No,” even though 

I have several thousand dollars’ 

worth of taxable articles. My 

answer meays: “I have no duti- 
able goods that I wish to reveal 

for taxation. It may be that I 

actually have such goods on my

person. I need not expose them 
to your view. It is your duty to 
discover them.” In acting thus, 
however, one must beware of 
scandal. 

2. ‘If a suspicious husband asks 
his wife whether or not she has 
committed adultery, she may 
licitly answer, “No,” even 
though she has actually sinned 


thus many times. Her answer 
really means: “No, I have com- 
mitted no crime of adultery 
that I must reveal.” The ques- 
tion is rightly aimed only at 
knowledge that is not secret, 
and so the wife may reply ac- 
cordingly.’ 

“Are these then verily the words 

of the Guardian of Truth?” 
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Most of the students who come 
to Bob Jones University have 
3ible-believing Christian parents;

Perfection in 
Scripture

there is no such thought in the 
passage. Abram was called to 
walk before God in sincerity of 
heart and singleness of purpose. 
This was, to be “perfect.” 


Jesus Told Us God’s Perfect 
Standard: Is Anyone Now 
As Perfect As God? 


The next proof-text generally 
referred to comes after the lapse 
of many centuries, and is part of 
our Lord’s sermon on the mount: 
“Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect” (Matt. 5:48). These are 
serious words indeed, and we do 
well not to pass them lightly by. 


At the outset we may observe 
that if to be perfect here means 
to be absolutely like God, then no 
Christian has ever yet attained to 
the state prescribed. Only one 
mentally unbalanced could pretend 
to such perfection as this. But a 
careful consideration of the pre- 
ceding instruction will make clear 
at once what is meant. 


The Lord had been proclaiming 
the law of the kingdom, the com- 
pelling power of grace. He bids 
His disciples love their enemies 
and do good to their accusers and 
persecutors, that m this they may 
manifestly be children of their 
Father in heaven, whose loving 
favor is shown to just and unjust 
alike. He does not withhold the 
blessings of sunshine and rain 
from the evil-living or hateful, but 
shows mercy. to all. We are called 
to be morally like Him. To love 
only our friends and well-wishers 
is to be on a level with any wicked 
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man. To be kind to brethren only 
is to be clannish like the publi- 
cans. But to show grace and act 
in love toward all is to be perfect, 
or balanced, like the Creator Him- 
self, 

Surely all Christians strive for 
this perfection—but who dare aver 
that he has fully attained to it, so 
‘hat he is never unjust or partial 
in his dealings with others? 


What “Perfect”? Meant As 
Paul Commanded it 


Perfection in its ultimate sense 


we all come short of. “Not as 
though I had already attained, 
either were already _ perfect,” 


writes the apostle Paul, “but I fol- 
low after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am appre- 
hended of Christ Jesus. Brethren, 
I count not myself to have appre- 
hended; but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I 
press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 3:12-14). 
Could disclaimer of perfection, as 
to experience and attainment in 
grace, be stronger or more dis- 
tinct than this? Whatever others 
may fancy they have reached to, 
Paul at least was not one of the 
perfectionists. 

Yet in the very next verse he 
uses another word which is ren- 
dered “perfect” in our English ver- 
sion; and he says, “Let us there- 
fore, as Many as be perfect, be thus 
minded.” Is there contradiction, 
or inconsistency, here? No. The 
error is in the mind of him who 
would so think. “Perfect” ‘n verse 
15 has the sense of “full grown,” 
and refers to those who have 
passed out of the period of spiri- 
tual childhood. They are such as 
have become intelligent in divine 
things; and one way in which they 
manifest that intelligence is by 
confessing with Paul that’ they 
are not yet perfect as regards ex- 
perience. 

Christ Jesus has apprehended, 
or laid hold of, us with a view to 
our entire conformity to His own 
blessed image. We are predesti- 
nated to this, as Rom. 8:29 tells 
us. With this before us, we press 
on, forgetting the things of the 
past, and reaching forth to this 
glorious consummation. Then, and 
then only, we shall have come to 
Christian perfection. “We know 
that when He shall appear, we 
shall be like Him, for we shall see 
Him as He is” (I John 3:2). 


“Go On to Perfection” 


In Heb. 6:1 we read again of 
perfection; and in this instance 
One can readily understand how a 
person uninstructed as to the true 
scope and character of that epistle 
might easily misapply the exhor- 
tation, “Let us go on unto perfec- 
tion.” The contention of the holi- 
ness teacher as to this is generally 


as follows: These words are 
clearly addressed to _ believers. 
The Hebrews who are contem- 


plated had already been turned to 
God in conversion. They were un- 
doubtedly justified. [One might 
add, “and sanctified too” (!); but 
this is lost sight of; and little won- 
der, for it would not agree with 
the theory.| Therefore if such 
persons are urged to “go on unto 
perfection,” perfection must be a 
second work of grace, to which 
the Lord is leading all the “mere- 
ly justified.” 

Now none could successfully 
deny the premise thus stated; but 
granting it to be sound and unas- 
sailable, the conclusion drawn by 
no means necessarily follows. 


That the Hebrew Christians 
were exhorted to press on to some- 
thing they had not yet reached is 
clear. But that this was identical 
with the so-called “second bless- 
ing” is not at all clear. 


The truth is that the Greek 
word “perfection” in this instance 
is only another form of the word 
translated “perfect” in Phil. 3:15, 
which we have already examined 
and seen to be synonymous with 
full-grown. “Let us go on to full 
growth” would be a true and just 
rendering, and is not at all am- 
biguous. It implies a _ proper 
spiritual development, such as 
should be before all young be- 
lievers, but which it was needful 
to press upon these Hebrews, as 
they were dwarfed or stunted 
Christians, because of not having 
cut loose from Judaism with its 
withering, blighting influence. 


Paut-had already reproved them 
for this in the previous chapter.

Note his words: “Ye are dull of 
hearing. For when for the time 
ye ought to be teachers, ye have 
need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of the 
oracles of God: and are become 
such as have need of milk, and not 
of strong meat. For every one 
that useth milk is unskillful in the 
word of righteousness: for he is a 
babe. But strong meat belongeth 
to them that are of full age [or 
those who are perfect|, even those 
who by weason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both 
good and evil” (Heb. 5:11-14). 


“Therefore,” he says, in chapter 
6, “leaving the word of the begin- 
ning of Christ, let us go on unto 
perfection; not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from 
dead works, and of faith toward 
God, of the doctrine of baptisms, 
and of laying on of hands, and of 
resurrection of the dead, and of 
eternal judgment. And this will 
we do if God permit” (vers. 1-3). 


This the apostle does in the 
balance of the epistle, as he un- 
folds the varied lines of truth con- 
nected with Christ’s priesthood, 
the new covenant, the one sacri- 
fice, the walk of faith, and the 
Lord’s discipline.. This vast circle 
of the truth of Christianity is the 
perfection to which they, and we, 


are called to go on to. He who 
comprehends and enjoys in his 


soul the teaching of Hebrews— 
chapters 7 to 13—is a_ perfect 
Christian, in the apostle’s sense. 
He is now full-grown, and able to 
partake of strong meat, in place 
of being only fit to feed upon milk. 
Into that glorious outline of the 
faith of God’s elect I dare not at- 
tempt to go here, for to do so 
would but divert attention from 
the subject in hand. 


It is only by reverent and con- 
tinued reading of the Scriptures 
that any can thus become perfect. 
The exhortation to Timothy is of 
all importance: “Study to show 
thyself approved 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth” (II Tim. 2:15). In the 
same letter Paul writes: “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness; that 
the man of God may be perfect, 
thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works” (chap. 3:16, 17). This is 
no mystical, inward perfection, -but 
that well rounded knowledge of 
the mind of God which His Word 
alone can give. He who does not 
neglect the appointed means will 
be enabled ‘to enjoy the answer to 
the prayer with which Hebrews 
closes: “Now the God of peace... 
make you perfect in every good 
work to do His will, working in 
you that which is well-pleasing in 
His sight, through Jesus Christ; to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen” (Heb. 13: 20, 21). 


James Says We All Offend, 
Not Perfect in Tongue 
Control 


One other passage we must ex- 
amine before dismissing our brief 
study of perfection. It is James 
3:1, 2: “My brethren, be not many 
masters, knowing that we shall re- 
ceive the greater condemnation. 
For in many things we offend all. 
If any man offend not in word, 
the same is a perfect man, and 
able also to bridle the whole 
body.” With what we have already 
gone over, this verse needs little 
explanation. James, clearly, did 
not possess, nor’ did he know of 
any one who did possess, the sec- 
ond blessing of sinless perfection. 
He speaks by the Spirit of God, 
and tells us that we all offend in 
many things. If a man can be 
found who never offends in word— 
who never utters an unkind, an 
untruthful, or-an idle word—he is 
in very deed a perfect man; but 
has he all sin rooted out of him? 
Far from it! He is able to control 
his carnal nature in place of being 
controlled by it; he is “able also to 
bridle the whole body.” What 
need of bridling the body if all 
tendency to sin is gone—if inbred 
evil is eradicated? Is it not plain, 
on the face of it, that the perfect 
man is not a sinless man, but a 
man who holds himself in check, 
and is not under the power of sin 
that still dwells in him? Read the 
entire chapter thoughtfully and 
prayerfully, and ask yourself what 
holiness professor has ever fully 
met the requirements of this 
standard of perfection. Who among 
all the people of God never has to 
confess failure in word? If any 


unto God, aj, 


do not, it will be because they de- 
ceive themselves, and the truth is 
not controlling the heart and con- 
science. 

Briefly, then, I recapitulate what 
has been before us. 

All believers are called to walk 
before God, as Noah and Abram, 
in uprightness and sincerity of 
heart. This is to be perfect as to 
the inward life. 

In so doing we are called to 
manifest love and grace toward 
all, let their treatment of us be 
as it may; that thus we may be 
perfect in impartiality as is our 
Father—God. 

All believers are called to pass 
from the primary classes, in the 
great school of divine revelation, 
on to perfection; that is, lay hold 
of the fulness of what God has 
graciously been pleased to make 
known in Christianity. 

But none are perfect in the ab- 
solute sense; though he who can 
control his tongue is perfect as to 
ability to bridle every passion; for 
no evil thing that works in man 
is more wilful than the tongue. 


When we behold Him who is 
perfect in wisdom, grace, and 
beauty, we shall be like Him where 
He is and be forever perfected, 
beyond all reach of sin and fail- 
ure. 


“Tet us therefore, as many as 
be full-grown, be thus minded; 
and if in anything ye be otherwise 
minded, God shall reveal even this 
unto you. Nevertheless, whereto 
we have already attained, let us 
walk by the same rule, let us mind 
the same thing” (Phil. 3:15, 16).

folk. These means—simple advice 
and modern medicines—gave us 
the chance to save the lives of 
literally hundreds of babies. 

One woman was swinging her 
child on to her back. 

“Now, Mamvula, don’t you give 
that child porridge till after the 
days of harvest.” 

“Yoh?” said the woman, taken 
aback. 

“Heeeee!” said Perisi, behind 
me. “Whoever saw a cow feed 
its calf on porridge?” 

“Am I a cow?” replied the wom- 
an indignantly. 

There was a gust of laughter 
from the women. 

“No,” said Perisi, “but at least 
have the wisdom of one!” 

Coming to another group, my 
companion remarked: ‘‘Milk’s the 
thing. In milk is the vitamin, the 
small creature of great strength 
that doesn’t live in porridge.” 

“Yoh!” said one woman, “is it 
a sort of caterpillar?” 


“No,” smiled the African girl, 
“it is not a dudu—an insect. It is 
strength. A baby full of milk is 


stronger than a baby full of por- 
ridge. See,” said she, pointing 
with her chin towards a married 
woman who swung her own child 
into view of everybody, “milk, and 
no porridge. 

“Look at hers.” She _ pointed 
with her chin to a woman carry- 
ing a six-months-old infant who 
was wasted, and utterly miserable- 
looking, “that child was fed on 
porridge from its birth.” 

At this moment a junior nurse 
came out. 

“Bwana, Mamvula’s baby is be- 
ing very sick.” 


I went back into the ward. The 


baby was being violently ill. Men- 


tally, I saw a red light. This was 
the sort of case that, at home, sent 
you hot-foot for a specialist. But 
here, in Tanganyika, there was 
only one doctor, and he was spe- 
cialist, builder, transport commis- 
sion, post. office, physician, police 
force, plumber and _  jack-of-all- 
trades. 

I made a careful examination of 
the child and decided that the only 
thing to do was to wait for twen- 
ty-four hours and watch. At the 
end of twelve I was sure that I 
had to perform a major operation 
that I had never attempted before 
on a three-days-old baby. This 
surgical procedure was one of 
those finicky, dangerous sorts, 
when a slip meant death, and 
clumsiness might mean a life of 
ill-health. 

After twenty-four hours I was 
certain that unless we operated, 
and did it quickly, there could be 
no hope. I sat in my office with 
a surgery manual before me, and 
checked over the operation, point 
by point. I had closed the book, 
when I heard a voice at the door. 

“Hodi, Bwana?” There was 
the mother, wrapped in a sheet. 

“Bwana, can you save him? 
Yoh! My heart is heavy. How I 
have longed for a living child, and 
now...” She put her head in her 
hands and wept. 

I waited quietly until she was 
more composed. Then she looked 
up at the great book that I had 
reopened. 


“Here,” I said, “is a book that 
tells me how to help your child, 
how to relieve your baby of that 
thing that is killing him. See,” I 
pointed to a picture, “it is as 
though he was being strangled in- 
side.” 

' The mother nodded vaguely. 

I reached over the surgery 
manual and pulled out a cheerful- 
looking little volume with a red 
cover. It was my hard-worked 
and well-worn Bible. 

“Mamvula,” I said, “this book I 
use more than the big one. It 
tells me how to get rid of the

The operation was half-way 
through; the vital stage was 
reached. I pointed to a_ thick, 
tough area. 

“There,” I said, “is the trouble.” 
And turning to the Australian 
nurse: “Sister, if I cut an eighth 
of an inch too deeply, it is all up; 
and if I do not cut deeply enough, 
the operation is futile.” 

I took up the knife. There was 
a hush. Two minutes later, with 
a sigh of relief, I looked at a job 
which I knew would go well. 

But our troubles were not over. 
The African lad giving the anes- 
thetic said: 

“Bwana, he is not breathing.”’ 

With my mouth to his mouth, 


a gauze swab separating our lips, 
I breathed into his lungs. I sup- 
pose it was only a minute, but it 
seemed like an hour before the 
chikd coughed and started to 
breathe again. Hastily, I did all 
the sewing-up necessary, and 
watched Perisi carry the baby 
back to the ward. Very quietly I 
said: “Thank God, that’s over,” 
and I mean it. I knew that I had 
not been working alone. 


Daudi brought me back to the 
everyday when he said: 

“Bwana, your sewing is much 
better since you have begun to 
darn your own socks while you 
listen to the B.B.C. news.” 


I laughed, and putting on my 
topee went to the ward. 

But trouble was still just around 
the corner. That evening, just af- 
ter sunset, the child collapsed. A 
blood transfusion had to be given. 
The preliminaries were fixed up 
at an amazing rate—for Africa—

But God is a just and holy God. 
He cannot leave sin unpunished. 
God must do right, and there is a 
moral obligation on God to bring 
sin to judgment. Modern people 
do not think much about the re- 
sult of sin. There is a widespread 
sentiment against capital punish- 
ment for murderers, or against 
any other punishment for crimi- 
nals. In modern homes, parents 
oftentimes do not believe in whip- 
ping children. But what man 
thinks about it cannot repeal the 
law of God, the righteous neces- 
sary law that whatsoever man 
soweth that shall he also reap. 
Every person who ever sinned 
must go to Hell unless a righteous 
God finds some other way for the 
sin question to be settled right- 
eously. Unless there is some one 
else who can pay the sinner’s debt, 
then sinners must all spend eter- 
nity away from God. 


But Jesus is God’s answer to 
that problem. Jesus took the sin- 
ner’s place, paid the debt of sin- 
ners, aS no One else could do. I 
could not die for sinners; I have 
no virtue to offer in the place of 
the sin. I could not take another 
sinner’s place, for I too am a sin- 
ner and so is every other man, 
woman, and child ever born in this 
world.

Thus Moses, Paul, 
David, Christ, and others become 
unreliable in statements regarding 
creation. Meanwhile, the FACTS 
support creation! Not a sputnik, 
clock—not even a doll or child's 
marbles could be facts in time 
except for intelligence and make 
ers! 

This writer has long admired 
Carnell’s fine brain.
